Direct Unsubsidized Loan: Loans that the bomrower is raﬁcmalbla for paying the imterest on during &ll paneds. If you choose not to pay the interest while
you are m echool &nd during grace periods and defarment or forbearance periods, your nterast will sccrue (accumulate) and be capitalized (thet is, your
intereat will be added to the principal amount of your loan).

Student Aid Index: A number usad by your echool 1o calculate the amownt of federal student aid you are eligible o receive. It iz based an the financial

infermation provided in your Free Applcaton for Federal student Ald (the FAFSA). This B not the amount of money your family wil have to pay for college, nor
ig it the armount of faderal student aid you will recelve.

Federal Work-Study: Afederal student aid program thet provides par-ime employment while the student is enrclled in achool to help pay his or her
education expanses. The studant must seek out and apply for work-study jobs &t his or her school. The studant will be paid directly for the hours he or she
worke may not sutometically be credited to pay for institutional tuition or fees. Tha amownt you eamn cannot exceed the total amount awarded by tha school for
the award year. The avalabdity of work-study joba varies by school. Please nate that Federsl Wark-Study earmngs may be taxed in cartain scenancs;
howewer, the mcome you eam will not be counted against you whean calculating your Student Ald Index an the FASFA.

Grants and Scholarships: Student aid funds thet do nat have 1o be repaid. Grants are often need-based, while scholarships are usually merit-based.
Ooeassonally you might have to pay back part or 2l of a grant if, for exemple, you withdraw fram schaol befare finkshing a semaester. If you use a grant or

scholarehip to cover your living expenaes, the amount of your scholarship may be counted as texable income on your tax returm.

Grad Plus Loan: Gred Plus Loans are made to graduate or professional studants to help pay for education expenses not coverad by other financial aid.
Eligibility ks maet basad on finencial need, but a credit check is required. Bosrowers wha have an edverse credit history must meet additional reguirements to

qualify

Health Resources and Services Administration (HRSA): Health Rescurces and Services Administration (HRSA) leans include Loans for
Desadwantaged Students (LOS): Primary Care Loans (PCL); and Mursing School Loans (MSL). htteﬂfbhu'.hm.ﬁm-mhnlﬂmhieymhmI—bnsad—lnm.

Loans: Borrowed money that must be repaid with interest. Loans from the federal government typecally have a lower interest rate than loans from private

lenders. Federal loens, listed from most advantageoes to lesst advantageosus, are called Direct Subsidized Loans, Dwect Unaubsidized Loans, and Parent
PLUS Loans. You can find more information about federal loans at Studentdid.gov.

Met Price: An estmate of the actual cost that 8 student and his or her family need 1o pay i a given year to cover educabion expensas for the student o
attend a partcular school. Net price & determened by teking the instilution's cost of attendance and subtracbing any grants and scholarships for which the
student may be aligibla.

Non-Federal Private Education Loan: A privats education loan g a koan Issusd exprassly for postsecondany education expensas to 2 borrower (either
I:rrlgsm Irlu.t educational institution or directly to the barmower) from & privete educational kender. rather than as a Tide IV, HEA laan offered by the Department
of Education.

Origination Fees: An upfront fee charged by a lender for processing & new loan application. 1t is compensation for puttng the loan in place. Crigination feea
are guoted a3 a percentage of the total boan.

Teach Grant Program: Provides granis of up to 54,000 & year to studenis who are completing or plan to complete course work needad ta begin a career in
teaching. If you do not meet the requirements of youwr service obligation, all TEACH Grants you recesved will be converted to Direct Unsubsidized Loans. You
st repay theas loans in full, with interest charged from the date of each TEACH Grant disbursement. Sernvice obligation information can be found at
https:istudantad. goviunderstand -sidtypes/grantataach.

Tuition Payment Plan: A tuition payment plan offered by an institution may allow students to spread aut thelr payments. It includea an extension of credit of
90 days or keas In which the educabonal institution = the lender, or of one year or lesa where an interest rate will not be applied to the credit payment.
